tool pierced bis thigh. 
Help arrived 
a few moments after Hie unfortunate 
young man bad been impaled, and 
when he was pulled away from the 
pick it was found that he had sus­ 
tained seriou- injuries. Blood spurted 
from the wound in a stream, spatter­ 
ing the floor twu feet away, and be­ 
fore medical aid arrived Bettrldge was 
quite weak. 
Dr. F. M. Laughlin was 
hurriedly summoned, and it needed

had been 
severed.

His accident will coniine him 
several weeks at the least.
